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AT LEAST 77 
KILLED ON GUAM 
WHEN AIRPLANE 
CRASHES ON FILL 


Most Were U.S. Mili- 
‘tary Personnel, 
Wives, Children on 
Way Home — Cause 
‘of Disaster Unknown. 


AGANA, Guam, Sept. 19 (AP) 
~At least 77 persons, most o 
them American military person- 
nel and their wives and children 
bound for home, were killed to- 
day in the crash of a World Air- 
ways transport plane on this 
western Pacific island. 

Seventeen persons. survived 
the crash but one died a few 
hours later. 

The four-engine DC-6B, on a 
contract flight for the United | 
States Military Air Transport 
Service, crashed three minutes 
after takeoff from a refueling 
stop. 

The wings were ripped off as 
the plane cut a 100-yard path 
through dense growth on the 
side of a 640-foot hill called 
Mount Barrigada. 

Cause of the crash was not 
immediately determined. Civil 
Aeronautics Bureau inspectors 
were en route to investigate. 

There were conflicting theories 
on what occurred, Some mili- 
tary sources said an explosion 
blew apart one of the four en- 
gines just before the crash. 
Others said the explosion came 
on the impact. Bits of the plane 
were found 100 yards away from 
the main wreckage. 


Rescuers Cut Path. 

Military and civilian rescue | 
units sped close to the scene in 
jeeps, fire trucks and: ambu- 
latices, then slashed their way 
up: the dense hillside greenery 
with machetes and bolo knives. 

They found the 17 who lived 
through it, some of them lying 
near or under the wreckage, oth- 
ers wandering in shock. 

The survivors were rushed to 
the United States naval air sta- 
tion hospital in Agana. All were 
reported in serious condition. 

There was no fire in the scat- 
tered wreckage. In the rush to 
the area a Navy fire truck over- 
' turned and five firemen were in- 
jured. |

the plane carried 86 passengers 
and a crew of eight. World 
Airways headquarters in. Oak- 
‘land, Calif., gave the crew 
total as seven. The navigator,

gested by the union’s president 
David J. McDonald. 

The Democratic nominee for 
President suggested that the 
Taft-Hartley law be modified so 
that employefs and unions in 
specified critical industries would 
be required to set up in advance 
provisions for settling contract 
disputes whenever they were un- 
able to reach agreement through 
normal collective bargaining. 

Suggests Remedies. 

He also proposed that the law 
be modified to give the Presi- 
dent powers beyond the present 
authority of court injunctions to 
settle disputes. Remedies Ken- 
nedy suggested included media- 
tion, fact-finding, temporary gov- 
ernment operation and retro- 
active pay orders. He rejected 
the use of compulsory arbitra- 
tion. 


Kennedy said the changes he 
proposed would make the Taft- 
Hartley Act ‘fairer, more work- 
able and more effective” in deal- 
ing with major disputes that 
might. develop into a national 
emergency. 


“‘Not only would such a statute 
as I propose be more effective 
because of its flexibility, it would 
also introduce enough uncertain- 
ty of executive action to force 
the parties to get together with- 
out having the President act at 
all,” he stated. 


In a direct reference to the 
lengthy steel strike last year, he 
asserted, ‘“‘neither party could 
then count on a particular kind 
of Government intervention on 
their side at a particular time, 
as the steel industry did last 
year.” 


G.0.P. Gives Nixon Credit. 


The Republicans have been 
crediting Vice President Richard 
M. Nixon with a major role in 
settling the 116-day strike. 

Kennedy said he looked for- 
ward eventually to a day of 
greater leisure for workers, but 
added: 

“In the face of the Commu- 
nist challenge which confronts us 
in the worid today, a challenge 
of economic as well as military 
strength, I believe that we must 
meet today’s problem of unem- 
ployment by greater production 
rather than by sharing the 
work.”’ 

He criticized the Eisenhower 
Administration’s handling of the 
steel strike as well as its fail- 
ure to stimulate the steel indus- 


ing along at 50 per cent of ca- 
pacity. 

The Massachusetts Senator is | 
expected to get the indorsement 
of the Steelworkers. He took no-

Prisoners now can be put in 
solitary confinement “by any 
guard without provocation for in- 
definite periods of time,’’ the 
jury reported. 

Anderson said he would ask 
county legislators to introduce 
a bill extending to county jails 
the present statutory regulation 
governing use of solitary con- 
finement in state penal institu- 
tions. 

Law Quoted. 

Section 216.455 of the Missouri 
statutes reads: 

“A prisioner who has violated 
any rule or regulations of the 
institution relating to the gov- 
ernment and conduct of inmates 
may, after proper hearing and 
upon order of the warden or 
superintendent, be confined in 
isolation upon short allowance 
for a period not to exceed 10 
days. 

“The short allowance of such 
prisoners shall be prescribed by 
the physician who shall visit 
the prisoner and examine daily 
into the state of his health-until 
the prisoner be released from 
isolation and returned to his 
work.” 

The only statutory provision af- 
fecting jail prisoners in this re- 
gard is a general one calling for 
humane treatment of prisoners, 
Anderson said. 

Favors Joint Workhouse. 

The prosecutor said he strong- 
ly favored also the carrying out 
of a grand jury recommendation 
for establishment of a joint work- 
house and jail for St. Louis and 
the county. 

‘Operation of the jail in the 
courthouse as at present is an 
impossible situation,” Anderson 
asserted. 

“Thrown together are serious 
offenders, either sentenced or 
awaiting trial, along with per- 
sons held for minor offenses. It 
is difficult to carry out a work 
or rehabilitation program under 
these conditions.” 

State legislation also would 
be necessary for joint operation 
of a jail-workhouse by the city 
and county. 

The jury found that such an 
operation would be “feasible, 
practicable and acceptable’’ and 
urged the County Council to 
authorize Supervisor James H. 
J. McNary to confer immedi- 
ately with Mayor Raymond R. 
Tucker of St. Louis on the prob- 
lem. 

St. Louis has $3,000,000 in bond 
issue funds for a new work- 
house, but is having difficulty 
finding a suitable site. 

County Council Chairman 
Maurice M. Abramson said Sat- 
urday he thought council mem- 
bers would be receptive to the 
proposal for joint operation.

Rocket. Coes Up 1200 
Miles — Destroyer 
Finds Packet After

POINT ARGUELLO, Calif., 
Sept. 19 (UPI)—The Navy fired 
a 62-foot rocket 1200 miles high 
today and recovered an instru- 
ment packet from it to help 
chart possible paths for man to 
follow through radiation belts 
above the earth. 


The destroyer Rowan recov- 
ered the 83-pound capsule re- 
leased by the NERV—Nuclear 
emulsion recovery vehicle—about 
three hours after launching at 
8:35 a.m., the Navy said. 

The destroyer radioed that the 
instruments apparently were un- 
damaged from the trip into 
space and that it would take the 
capsule to San Diego. From 
there, it will be taken to the 
Goddard Space Research Cen- 
ter for study.

Dr. John E. Naugle, project 
manager, said it would be four 
to six weeks before he could say 
what kind of radiation the cap- 
sule encountered. 


Radiation belts spread from 
about 500 to 50,000 miles into 
space. The most dangerous por- 
tion of the belts, however, is be- 
lieved to extend well into the 
region these 1200-mile rockets 
can explore.

capsule contains matter—mold 
spores. A polished plastic cylin- 
der will reocrd the impact of 
micrometeorites — space dust — 
met by the rocket.

Reads Statement, 

Scarcely was he ashore than 
he whipped out a 344-page, sin- 
gle-spaced typewritten state- 
ment and began to read. 

Khrushchev said he did not 

understand Mr. Eisenhower’s re- 
cently announced intention to 
address the U.N. on Thursday. 
“If this does not mean a fan- 
cy speech but really constructive 
participation in the work of the 
Assembly, we would welcome 
such a decision,” Khrushchev 
said. 
“The United States have per- 
haps reappraised their attitude 
on the Assembly meeting and 
have also come to the conclu- 
sion that serious negotiation 
can be undertaken in the UN, 
to reach a disarmament agree 
ment.” 

Khrushchev said the Soviet 
delegation was coming to the 
United States “in the name of 
consolidating peace and solving 
complicated international  is- 
sues.” 
He termed “the problem of 
general and complete disarma- 
ment under the appropriate 
strict international control” as 
the cardinal question of inter- 
national relationship. 

Propaganda for Peace. 
The Soviet leader denounced 
as “a strange sort of logic’ 
Secretary of State Christian A. 
Herter’s description of his visit 
as a propaganda move. 

“If certain individuals declare 
that Khrushchev has come to 
the United Nations General As- 
sembly to indulge in propa- 
ganda, it only remains for me 
to take pride in such a propa- 
ganda mission for the good of 
peace,” he said. 
“I shall spare no effort in 
making such propaganda until 
even the thick-skulled convince 
themselves of the necessity to 
reach agreement on general dis- 
armament and thereby assure 
world peace.”

State Board Intervenes 
in. Nine-Day Strike 
After Both Sides in 


Dispute Ask for As- 


sistance.

Striking sewer cleaners and 
truck drivers for the Metropoli- 
tan St. Louis Sewer District re- 
turned to work today, pending 
outcome of mediation sessions 
wh.ch began this morning. 


~ The State Mediation Board in- 
-tervened in the nine-day strike 


last week, after both sides re-| 


quested help. 


Daniel C. Rogers, board chair- 
man, was optimistic over 
chances for a quick settlement 
of the dispute. ‘‘We had an 
amicable and constructive ses- 
sion this morning,”’ he said, 
‘‘and managed to resolve two of 
the four outstanding issues.”’ 


The strikers, all members of 
the Institutional and Public Em- 
ployes Union Local 410, voted 
to return to work at a meeting 
Saturday which was attended by 
about 125 of the 200 striking 
MSD employes. 

The work stoppage began 
Sept. 9 in a dispute over four 
issues: on-the-job discussion of 
grievances with union stewards, 
payment of laborers bi-weekly 
instead of on an hours-worked 
basis, payroll deduction of union 
dues and pay for employes re- 
quired to be available for emer- 
gency calls. 

Proposals Refused. 

Joseph L. Ames, secretary- 
treasurer of the local. said the 
union had -attempted to negoti- 
ate the issues in the two months 
preceding the strike, but all pro- 
posals had been refused by the 
district’s civil service commis- 
sion. 

The employes on standhy time 
have been granted three hours 
pay for 128 hours, and laborers 
have been offered payment on 
a bi-weekly basis if they will 
take a pay cut of 23 cents an 
hour or more, Ames said. 

Joseph -R. Wolf, | personnel 
director for the MSD, said 
laborers were offered the option 
of being put on full-time pay 
instead of being paid on an 
hourly basis. 

However, such a change wou.d 
require that present hourly rates 
be reduced from $1.80 and $1.50 
to $1.57 and $1.29 to keep pay- 
roll costs at about the same 
level, he said. 

Wolf said the dues checkoff 
could not be granted until there 
was a ruling that such a pro- 
cedure is legal for a public body 
like the sewer district under the 
state constitution and laws. 

Not Unanimous. 

Ames said that MSD employes 
at Saturday’s meeting voted by 
a heavy majority but not unani- 
mously to return to work, be- 
cause several union members 
felt it would be better strategy 
to remain away from work dur- 
ing the mediation period. 

Ames said he urged the strik- 
ers to return to work, saying the 
mediation procedure would go 
smoothly if it were di- 
rected to the issues 
caused the walkout 
being under the pressure of a 
work stoppage.

19 (AP)—Senator Vance Hartke 
(Dem.), Indiana, said today that 
the Eisenhower Administration

tomed to high levels of unem- 
ployment and to view such em- 

ployment as, normal.”’ 

Hartke, a member of the Sen- 
ate special committee on unem- 
ployment problems, spoke at a 
conference of officials from nine 
states who met at the call of 
Senator John F. Kennedy to dis- 
cuss chronic unemployment. 

Statements by Secretary of 
Labor James Mitchell were de- 
scribed by Hartke as ‘“‘typical of 
the Administration’s attitude’’ 
on unemployment. 

‘‘Last year he told the nation 
that our jobless total would drop 
below 3,000,000 in October, or he 
would eat his hat.. 
Secretary Mitchell has told us 
that unemployment will not ex- 
ceed 4,000.000 in ‘October,”’ 
Hartke said. 

“Thus it -is that 
spokesman of the Administra- 
tion himself predicts that- the 
jobless total this coming fall will 
be one million higher than last 
fall—and attempts to sell it to 
the American people as a sort 
of accomplishment.

Represen- 
tatives of all the big United 
States and foreign (news) 
agencies, newspapers, radio and 
television are also present. 

‘‘Among those who have come 
to meet Khrushchev is the 
United States financier Cyrus 
Eaton, who told correspondents 
that Khrushchev‘s arrival would 
undoubtedly exert a positive in- 
fluence on the relaxation of in- 
ternational tension.”’

Khrushchev 
Has an Unfair 
Edge at U.N. 


U.S. Can’t Bar 
Him— Many Are 
Suggesting Silent 
Treatment,

WASHINGTON, Sept. 19. 

THE MAILS HAVE been full 
of suggestions, many of them 
from intelligent women, that 
Premier Khrushchev be given 
the silent treatment during his 
stay in this country. 

Why, they ask, should he be 
allowed to deny President Eisen- 
hower access to the Soviet peo- 
ple, and then come here and ap- 
peal to the American people 
over the President’s head? 

How is it that Khrushchev can 
defy the United Nations in The 
Congo crisis and then use the 
U.N. for his propaganda. Or 
that Janos Kadar of Hungary 
can refuse to allow the repre- 
sentatives of the U.N. to enter 
Budapest and then come to the 
U.N. himself to add to the Com- 
munist chorus? Or that Castro 
can restrict the United States 
ambassador to the embassy 
grounds and have free access to 
Manhattan? 

The obvious answers are that 
Khrushchev, Castro and Kadar 
are not in the United States but 
in the United Nations, that Wash- 
ington has no right to bar them, 
and that we should not debase 
the free press and radio by us- 
ing them as instruments of na- 
tional policy. 

AND YET, these are not whol- 
ly satisfactory answers. For 
they leave the Communist with 
an unfair advantage in the prop- 
aganda war and weaken support 
for the U.N. in this country by 
letting it be used against the 
interests of the United States. 

Unfortunately, this question is 
being discussed as if the choice 
were between Communist license 
and American censorship, but 
the choice is not quite that nar- 
row. 

The press, radio and television 
companies are obliged to cover 
the news—and whatever Khrush- 
chev does is undeniably news— 
but they are not obliged to cre- 
ate news.

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Back From Recess 


Having returned from their summer recess, 
the Aldermen no doubt have discovered that 
the problems they left behind have declined 
to disappear, and that one or two new ones 
are insistently demanding attention. The leg- 
islative schedule is substantial, it is important 
and it deserves to be tackled vigorously in the 
public interest. 

Top priority ought to be assigned to consid- 
eration of Mayor Tucker’s transit proposal. It 
calls for an election on a Charter amendment 
creating a Municipal Transit Commission em- 
powered to own and operate a mass transpor- 
tation system. When offered just before 
recess, the bill provided for the election to be 
held Nov. 8. But it is now too late to meet 
the legal requirements for notice, so the vote 
will have to be held later on. One possible 
date is coincident with the municipal primary 
next March; another is the mayoral election 
in April. 

. o a 

A first-rate mass transit system is essential 
to the well-being of the city. Transit as it 
exists in private hands today is a sick busi- 
ness unable to provide a reasonable level of 
service while carrying the crushing tax bur- 
den of contributing to the support of local, 
state and federal governments, as well as pro- 
viding an adequate return to private investors. 
Public ownership is unavoidable in the long 
run. The sooner the Aldermen face that re- 
ality and act on it, as Mayor Tucker has, the 
sooner the necessary transition can take 
place. 

Another urgent measure would permit the 
state to widen the Express Highway through 
Forest Park as part of the Daniel Boone 
route. The bill is pending in Alderman Jo- 
seph Roddy’s streets committee. The Seven- 
teenth Ward Democrat has been blocking this 
improvement in behalf of individuals in his 
bailiwick who think they will be adversely 
affected. It is up to the Democratic leader- 
ship to take a more enlightened view of the 
community interest and force the issue to an 
early and favorable vote. 

One item in the legislative backlog has run 
into trouble in each of the last several ses- 
sions for reasons that are difficult to fathom. 
It is the Administration’s request for the cre- 
ation of a full-time Off-Street Parking Direc- 
tor to supervise the day-to-day handling of 
municipal responsibilities in this field. On its 
face the measure is entirely innocuous. What 
is more, it is necessary. 

. * . 


Two civil rights proposals are hanging 
fire, as they have been for some time now. 
First is a public accommodations bill, one of 
two such measures introduced early in this 
session; one was narrowly defeated and the 
pending proposal is the weaker of the two. 
It ought to be amended along lines of the 
proposal by the Council on Human Relations 
and passed. The other civil rights bill would 
strengthen the existing fair employment prac- 
tices ordinances, the necessity for which has 
been amply demonstrated in extended 
public hearings. 


In addition we hope the leadership will 
keep the lid clamped tightly down on spot- 
zoning requests. Six such measures were en- 
acted over Mayoral vetoes in the last session, 
and they were six too many. The overwhelm- 
ing Democratic majority also failed to sus- 
tain even half the Mayor’s 15 vetoes of traffic 
measures, leaving a record to be improved on. 


Even so, the Aldermanic performance in 
the last session was the best in many years. 
St. Louisans will hope that the present session 
turns out to be equally productive. 


Meanwhile, Back on the Farm 


Vice President Nixon has evolved a two-part 
name for his farm program, which he is re- 
vealing bit by bit. So far he has disclosed 
only the easy part, a potpourri of devices 
aimed at raising the farmer’s income and re- 
ducing surpluses by setting up a “strategic 
food reserve” and shipping greater quantities 
of agricultural products abroad. This part 
Mr. Nixon calls Operation Consume, and the 
farmers who heard the Republican presiden- 
tial candidate explain it in Iowa were not 
impressed. 

The second part is called Operation Safe- 
guard, and at last report Mr. Nixon’s advisers 
were still working on it. The candidate ex- 
pects to unveil it shortly. Presumably it will 
contain what Operation Consume does not— 
how much the Nixon farm program will cost 
and how it will differ from the policies of the 
controversial Secretary of Agriculture, Ezra 
Taft Benson. Mr. Nixon hinted that Opera- 
tion Consume might cost more than the pres- 
ent farm program the first year, and perhaps 
more later. One ‘of his associates estimated 
the first-year cost might be from a half-billion 
to a billion dollars above current expendi- 
tures. 

At first glance, what Mr. Nixon seems to 
be proposing is that the government get rid 
of surpluses over a four-year period by stor- 
ing them on a permanent basis and calling 
them a strategic reserve. But what about 
maintaining farm income and at the same 
time preventing the accumulation of more 
surpluses? That is the question no one has 
yet been able to answer, and we hope Opera- 
tion Safeguard contains a formula. 


Recruit for DeGaulle 


The Belgian prime minister’s statement that 
he supports General De Gaulle’s concept of 
NATO is disturbing. De Gaulle recently re- 
affirmed his opposition to the integration of 
NATO military forces—a policy he previously 
put into effect by withdrawing French navy 
units from the NATO command and banning 
NATO stockpiling of atomic warheads on 
French soil. Belgian support will encourage 
him in a position which strikes at the very 
foundation of NATO’s military effectiveness. 

Secretary Herter last week again stated 
our Government’s disagreement with De Gaulle 
on this fundamental question, but it is not 
easy to figure out what the United States can 
do about it. The French are privately sug- 
gesting to other NATO members that the 
United States commitment in Europe might 
be diminishing in importance as new weapons 
are developed. Missiles may become more 
important to our defense than allies, it is 
hinted, and then we will probably cut back 
our European stakes. 

There is just enough truth in this to be mis- 
leading. From a strictly military viewpoint 
it may be less necessary in the future to base 
allied defense upon the manning of a definite 
geographic line. But from all other view- 
points the identity of interest between the 
United States and Europe ought to be finding 


more emphatic expression than less. | Politi- 
cal, economic, cultural and other kinds of co- 
operation should be strengthened no matter 
how military planning may change. 

The obvious way to do this is through ex- 
pansion of NATO. We are not going to make 
progress in that direction by impairing NATO’s 
unity in the field it does now cover. Mr. 
Herter indicated that De Gaulle’s continued 
unfriendliness to military integration will be 
taken up by the NATO council. It is to be 
hoped that De Gaulle somehow can be per- 
suaded that the European unity he advocates 
on a theoretical plane can be practically ad- 
vanced by strengthening those instruments of 
unity now existing. 


Gathering in New York 


The unique character of the United Nations 
is nowhere more plainly evident than in the 
roster of the national leaders who plan to 
attend the regular meeting of the General 
Assembly. Among those expected in New 
York, for example, is President Tito of Yugo- 
slavia. On at least two occasions objections 
of small groups of Americans opposed to 
Tito’s independent Communist regime have 
prevented an official trip to Washington. Tito 
will not be in New York as a guest of the 
United States, it is true, but he will be here. 


And while he is here he will be physically, 
if not ideologically, close to Soviet Premier 
Khrushchey. The story of the rift between 
the Russian and Yugoslav Communists is an 
old one; Tito was the first Communist leader 
successfully to withdraw a country from Mos- 
cow’s embrace. For this he has been excori- 
ated unremittingly by orthodox Soviet and 
satellite Communists. Only two weeks ago 
Russian Communists attacked him for trying 
to organize neutral and underdeveloped coun- 
tries into a “third force” to stand between 
the Communist and capitalist worlds. 

In similar fashion, President Gamal Abdel 
Nasser of the United Arab Republic, who 
probably could not obtain an official invita- 
tion to the United States, will rub elbows 
with friends and enemies. And Cuba’s 
Castro, who has been reviling the United 
States and moving toward the Communist 
bloc, also will be present. Altogether, some 
40 top national leaders will attend the session. 

Thus the United Nations is fulfilling one 
of its functions, which is the provision of an 
international forum to which the world’s 
leaders can repair for discussion of mutual 
problems. Here statesmen who could not 
visit one another’s countries for political 
reasons may forgather. If they have any 
real will for peace, the opportunities in New 
York are unlimited. 


Sudsy Contrast 


It is pretty difficult to read of the Soviet 
Union’s watered beer without pondering the 
contrast it illustrates between free enterprise 
and a government-controlled economy. Five 
years ago a Moscow food inspector discovered 
the product of the big Badaev brewery was 
watered. Then followed a long series of ef- 
forts to produce respectable beer and to meet 
quotas. The managers even reduced brewing 
time from 21 to three days, turning out a 
bust-head concoction like prohibition home 
brew. Eventually there was a two-year inves- 
tigation, with 40 volumes of findings. How 
much simpler under capitalism! In the United 
States sales of such beer would fall off. There 
would be a shakeup in management. If the 
quality of the beer did not return to normal, 
and if sales did not pick up, the brewery 
would close, and it would not take five years. 


The Judges and the Jail 


St. Louis county’s eight circuit judges bear 
a heavy responsibility for establishing the 
basie facts on alleged mistreatment of prison- 
ers at the County Jail, and then for taking the 
lead in bringing about indicated corrective 
action. If the situation is as bad as it is painted 
in the May term grand jury’s blistering report, 
the Jail as presently operated may not be a 
fit place to receive and hold prisoners. 

The jury severely reprimanded Sheriff 
Litzinger and Warden Ross Henson, one of 
the Sheriff’s patronage employes. It called 
for Henson’s resignation, alleging among 
other things that he mistreated prisoners 
and permitted flagrant abuse of solitary con- 
finement. It said that if Henson will not quit 
Litzinger should fire him. But what if the 
Republican Sheriff declines to act? 

This is the second adverse report on the 
jail by a grand jury since 1958. But another 
grand jury last January reported Litzinger 
had operated the jail “in a very capable and 
efficient manner considering the financial 
limitations” on him. Which jury is right? 
We think the judges are responsible for decid- 
ing—and acting. The Sheriff, as an inde- 
pendently elected official, is his own boss. 
If he feels no need to act, the judges can 
put pressure on him. He is an officer of 
their court. Their prisoners must make use 
of his jail, and surely they are responsible 
for seeing that men are not abused there. 

In the long run the real answer to the 
county’s jail problem is first to take it out 
of politics, and then to co-operate with St. 
Louis in creation of a new jail-workhouse. 
The city has some $3,000,000 to build a mod- 
ern facility, and it wants to build it in the 
county. But it needs approval of the Missouri 
Legislature. 

Why should not the county help the city 
get the legislation and then see what can be 
worked out, using county-owned land and 
the city’s building fund? That way both 
jurisdictions would get the facility they need, 
and both could do away with their present 
maximum security institutions which tend to 
ruin men rather than to help them.

South Africa is preparing for a referendum 
Oct. 5 on its present form of government. As 
usual, the voting will be confined to the 
whites who comprise only one-third of the 
population. Prime Minister Verwoerd, head 
of the Nationalist Party and the outstanding 
champion of apartheid, has selected as his 
party’s slogan: “Love and Friendship for All.” 
That is a slogan which is entitled to some 
kind of an award for bland hypocrisy or sav- 
age irony.

The BIG Eight 


The football Midlands today 
enjoyed probably its biggest 
moment since first playing fol- 
low the leader in agitating an 
inflated pigskin.

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Meat, From Stew

When you order a meal in a 
restaurant or plan one at home, 
what is the first thing that comes 


to mind? The meat course, right? 
Most women (and especially 
men) choose the meat, then 
select vegetables, a salad and 
dessert that are good teammates. 
Because of this, and because a 
major part of the food dollar 
goes for meat, it seems logical 
that should be in the spotlight 
during this period of emphasis 
upon better meals. 


Americans are fond of meat, 
from the humble hamburger to 
the elegant filet mignon, from 
bacon to spring lamb. . . and 
they are fortunate in having such 
excellent meats available in abun- 
dance. 


Of course it’s fun to pamper 
one’s family with thick steak, 
but don’t make the mistake of 
scorning the more thrifty cuts of 
meat. Women who make an art 
of cooking and economy know 
that inexpensive cuts can supply 
nutritional needs without sacri- 
fice of flavor. 


The cheaper cuts have the same 
body-building nutrients that all 
meat contains, and offer good 
meat flavor at bargain prices. 


As a matter of fact, some of 
the world’s most famous dishes 
are made with the less expensive 
cuts of meat—beef Stroganoff and 
sauerbraten, for example. Such 
masculine favorites as goulash, 
braised short ribs of beef, ham 
shanks with cabbage or spare- 
ribs and sauerkraut are budget 
stretchers. 


If your budget is weak but 
family demands for beef are 
strong, solve both problems with 
a savory stew, ox joints or one 
of the pot-roasting cuts. 


Boston butts, shoulder steaks, 
pork hocks are some of the 
thriftier pork cuts; if you want 
to save pennies on a pork roast 
the loin and rib ends are the 
same rich natural source of thia- 
mine as the center cut portions. 

If you enjoy lamb, you needn’t 
always serve a leg roast or loin 
chops; shoulder chops, patties 
and stew meat all have that same 
delicate flavor that combines so 
well with fruits, vegetables and 
seasonings. 

From sirloin to stew, meat is 
an important factor in planning 
those better meals to build bet- 
ter families, so in this section 
you will find suggestions for pre- 
paring many types of meat rang- 
ing from porterhouse steaks to 
that dependable friend of the 
homemaker, ground beef. 

Certainly ground beef is not

Remove the broiler tray and

Les Midgley, executive producer of “Eyewitness” for 
CBS, has for years argued that the whole structure of tele- 
vision programming inevitably would turn away from fiction— 
the eternal merchandising of Hollywood dreams—to fact, in 
short to news and features about reality. This has been the 
history of magazines. In the 1930s the great emphasis, the 


big draw in magazines, changed from fiction to factual 
articles. 


“This major change—from fiction to fact—was under way 
last season in television, whether or not it was widely recog- 
nized,”” says Midgley, perhaps optimistically. ‘‘Last year we 
produced 27 ‘Eyewitness’ shows for Firestone, far more than 
anyone expected. We started with Eisenhower in Europe, 
went on to Khrushchev’s tour of the United States, Ike in 


India and South America, the Summit blow-up, and Ike’s 
start toward Japan. 


“When the story was in the United States we went on the 
air with live remotes and tape shot on frighteningly tight 
schedules. Tape and jet planes, the big technical advance for 
us last year, made it possible to use same-day materials from 
Evrope. Our ratings—to grapple with the devil straight on— 
were gratifying to us, to our sponsors, and surprising to some 
of our own CBS people. Once we even got in the top 10 of 
‘the week in ‘Variety’—that powerful India show you liked. 
Okay, so it was tenth.” 

The decision to sponsor ‘‘Eyewitness” for 52 weeks is an 
unusual one for any kind of show. From the point of view 
of the public, this is a healthier trend—if trend it is. 

What kind of show will it be? 


“A weekly show isn’t going to be the same thing 
as a pre-empt which can be matched with a known 


paper every day and Life goes to bat 
hitting the pictorial value hard, ‘Eyewitness’ will be 
pointed at a big story of the week. It will be covered 
right up to air time with everything we've got—live 
remotes, tapes, films, radio, graphics. Our aim is te 
present news in action centered wherever 
around some major event that lends itself te pic 
torial treatment by the TV cameras. 


“Somebody asked me the other day how television news 
-is going to move forward. It depends on three things: The 
‘availability of air time to cover events that deserve covering, 
‘the technical advances such as tape that are constantly 
‘enlarging our horizons, and our judgment, literacy and skill. 
‘We have a fine air time. The technical advances of last 
year were highly profitable. Our staff is first-class. 

“One last word. It’s our view that history is a broad, 
‘broad word. I'd love to have Khrushchev laughing and rant- 
‘ing again and some international conferring and rioting. But 
I also hope to see some other history in other kinds of news— 
science, sports, entertainment, even fun and fashion.”

Fix It Yourself 


THE PRIMARY PURPOSE of 
insulation, of course, is to re- 
duce heat loss during cold 
weather. 

While a little insulation is bet- 
ter than no insulation at all, if 
you wish to gain the maximum 
benefits the entire house struc- 
ture should be insulated. This 
means that the roof or attic 
floor should be completely in- 
sulated with about four inches 
thick of the material. Sidewalls 
should have around three inches 
of insulation. If a house is built 
over unheated crawl space or 
an unheated basement it’s wise 
to insulate the floors with two 
inch thick insulation. 

The best kind of insulation to 
use for application between the 
roof rafters is the roll or blanket 
insulation that comes in long 
rolls and is easily fastened to 
the rafters. This same kind of 
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insulation can be used for doing 
the job between the floor joists 
if there is no attic floor. You 
can also use the short batts or 
the loose fill insulation 
Insulating the walls of an 
existing house can be done by 
blowing insulation into the wall 
cavity but this must be done by

De Luxe Treatment 


PARIS, Sept. 19. 

A YEAR AGO we wrote about our secretary Ursula and 
the problems she had trying to get married. It seemed that 
because Ursula was Swiss and her fiance French, the French 
| Government, was 19 V0 it very difficult for her to get the 

oe eae ™ required permissions. 

But Ursula is a deter- 
mined girl and finally aft- 
er knocking down all the 
high hurdles the French 
functionaries put in her 
way, she did get married 
and as happens once in a 
while after such a move, 
Ursula is now with child. 

There is proba y no 
country in the world that 
respects a pregnant wom- 
an more than France and 
after all her trouble trying 
to get married, the French 
Government has done a 
complete about face and 
has indicated it is delight- 
ed that she is going to 
have a baby—a French 
boy, of course. 

When Ursula went down 
to the town hall to declare 
her pregnancy the same man who threw her out a year 
ago when she wanted to get married now smiled, stuck out 
his hand and said, ‘‘Felicitations.” 

He then left his window and escorted her into the social 
security room, where somebody immediately brought her 
a chair. 

Behind the counter, interviewing pregnant women, were 
five people instead of the usual two that a counter this size 
in a Government office usually holds. All five employes 
smiled and talked very softly.

When Ursula went up to the counter and revealed 
she was pregnant the clerk said, “How wonderful! 
You must get a complete medical checkup, an X-ray, 
a Wasserman test and a dental checkup. But do not 
be alarmed. The Government pays for all of it, and 
you will also be given $21 for being pregnant. We will 
send you advice and little slips of paper. When your 
doctor signs them you will get more money, and in 
your sixth month we will give you $40 and when the 
baby is bern another $20.” 


Besides all the money Ursula was informed she was also 
entitled to a ‘‘carte de priorite.”” A priority card in France is 
given to war invalids, blind people and pregnant women. It 
entitles Ursula to a seat on the subway and the right to get 
on a bus before anybody else. She doesn’t have to stand in 
line in post offices, railroad stations and automobile shows. 
Department stores also give priority to pregnant women so 
they won’t get tired waiting. 

She also has priority crossing a street and French drivers 
must stop when they see her. This is only theoretical because 
no pregnant woman has ever dared to use this priority. 

Once Ursula has her child she can have her priority 
card renewed for six months on the theory that she must 
still be tired, also that she is in a hurry to get back to her 
little baby. 

Since the French are determined to increase their popula- 
tion they have set up all kinds of safeguards to encourage 
women to have babies. One is that now that Ursula has 
declared to us officially that she is pregnant we cannot fire 
her. No employer can fire a pregnant woman. 

By law we have to give her six weeks maternity leave 
with pay before she has the baby and eight weeks after and 
then we have to take her back whether we want to or not. 
(We do.) 


The rights of the boss during a woman’s preg- 
nancy in France are kept to a minimum. If Ursula 
gets sick while we’re dictating to her she can go home 
and we still have to pay her. If she makes mistakes 
typing we must hold our tongue so as not to upset her 
or the baby and if she comes in late we have to smile 
and think of France. 


We were so upset by the responsibility of having a preg- 
mant secretary that we went down to the social security office 
to make sure everything Ursula told us was true. 

The chief of the bureau confirmed everything. 

“‘Can’t I even scream at her when ] get mad?” we asked. 

The woman behind the desk looked at us in horror and 
eaid, “‘You wouldn’t dare!”’

“Tl LOVE OUR HOME in Wash- 
ington—there has always been a 
child in it.” Jacqueline Kennedy 
stood up from her wicker chair 
on the terrace of their summer 
home in Hyannisport, Mass., to 
check on her 2)4-year-old daugh- 
ter Caroline, who was playing 
in a sandbox. 

“She was 3 weeks old,” said 
her happy mother, ‘‘when Jack 
and I moved into our new house 
in Georgetown. . 

“Tt was our own and I could 
fix it up.” The Senator’s wife 
smiled. ‘‘There were paint fumes 
for a year. 

“In your own home, every- 
thing has its place.” 

The beautiful woman who may 
be hostess in the White House 
said, “I’ve loved everything 
that’s happened in our home. 
One of my greatest pleasures is 
to. see that everyone else is 
happy in it. 

“Housekeeping is a joy to me. 
I feel this is what I was made 
for. When it all runs smoothly— 
the food is good, Jack’s clothes 
are pressed, the flowers look 
fresh—I have such satisfaction.” 


Jacqueline told how ‘‘my sweet 
little house” Jeans slightly to one 
side and the stairs creak. 

“Last winter, when we enter- 
tained Democratic leaders from 
all over the country, they would 
say in amazement, ‘Is this where 
the Kennedys live?’”’ The lady 
put a hand to her cheek, “I 
don’t know what they expected,” 
she said. ‘Our house was like 
theirs—maybe theirs was a little 
bigger. We have two bedrooms 
and a bath on the second floor, 
one bedroom has been turned 
into a den. The third floor with 
the same number of rooms is 
where Caroline sleeps.” Jacque- 
line obviously dislikes having 
Caroline “on another fildor.”’ 
But there is no other conceiva- 
ble room for her. 

“The den,” she continued, ‘‘i 
where I do my Reeasnsccssese: Mi 
for two hours every morning. I 
have never had a secretary. I 
read all my letters.’’ She ration- 
alized, “If someone takes the 
time to write to me, I think I 
should return the compliment, 


“We live rather simply— 
there is nothing we collect or 
indulge in. If you went into 
any house around us, it would 
be pretty much the same. I 
can’t think of any luxury,” she 
hesitated a moment before ad- 
ding, ‘“‘except for the plane 
which we would never have 
under normal circumstances. 
That comes from the family 
fortune.”” She made it clear, 
“Otherwise we live strictly 
within Jack’s Senate salary— 
$22,500 a year. 


“IT don’t understand all these 
stories about me having an ex- 
pensive Paris wardrobe. 

“At that, I do little shopping— 
There is just not enough time. I 
order things I see in advertise- 
ments in early spring and late 
fall. A dressmaker is really the 
simplest thing for me. I have 
had a navy blue dress with a 
high, round neck copied again 


and again. This summer I had it 
done without. sleeves. 

“IT don’t design my own 
clothes, but I do choose becom- 
ing features from the different 
dresses I see. My dressmaker 
combines them into something 
for me. 

“All of my accessories are 
black in winter and beige in 
summer. Every pair of shoes I 
own looks the same—a pump 
with a medium heel.”’ 


Jacqueline does all the order- 
ing for the house. ‘‘I know every 
single thing that goes in or out,” 
she said. ‘‘It’s the only way I 
can keep things under my 
thumb. 

“I shop once a week at the 
super market to see what’s new 
and to choose fresh vegetables.”’ 


Other days, she puts Caroline 
in her pram and goes around 
Georgetown to buy flowers in 
a little shop. Another favorite is 
‘‘a wonderful store with coffee 
from all over the world. I love 
to experiment. The next stop 
could be the shop with all kinds 
of interesting cheese.” 


She stocks the freezer with “a 
couple of roasts, chicken, ham- 
burgers, a frozen cake and 
muffins that I heat quickly and 
frozen vegetables. I can always 
serve eight with no notice.” 


Jacqueline Kennedy, certain- 
ly one of the hardest working, 
most capable hostesses in 
Washington, keeps a ‘“‘cross 
file of who has come to dinner, 
when and what they ate. I 
have to be able to tell the 
cook quickly the menu and the 
recipes.” 


One whole shelf that goes the 
length of their den on the second 
floor is filled with cooking ma- 
terial. Jacqueline has been as- 
siduously collecting the most ap- 
pealing recipes and menus since 
she was married seven years 
ago. ‘“‘Once a week, I go through 
it all,”’. she said. 


She is enough of a food con- 
noisseur to be able to “‘taste”’ a 
recipe after only reading it. 
Right away I know if I like it.” 


Her favorite number of dinner 
guests? 

“Ea. 

A favorite menu? 

“TI try to please the men,”’ her 
answer began. ‘‘Since they are 
tired after working all day, 
hungry and almost cranky, I 
start with a good homemade 
soup. 


‘“‘A roast—never overdone—and 
fresh vegetables in season. Per- 
haps a potato or noodle casse- 
role—Jack loves these. 

“Some of my guests are apt 
to be dieting,’’ she went on. “I 
plan the menu so that they won’t 
have to say no to everything. 
That means a soup with no 
cream. They can eat the meat 
and salad. 

“IT like to have a rich dessert 
for Jack’s sake—he needs the 
energy.” 


She described her husband’s 
preference as “meat, vegetable 
and potato—simple but good. He 
loves fish chowder but only at 
Cape Cod where everything is 
fresh.” 

Jacqueline said of herself, “I 
don’t eat terribly much. I’m 
really a salad and cheese per- 
son.”’ 


Into her staggering schedule 
of “six for breakfast, 15 to 
brunch, or 10 to 20 for lunch,

and always four to six guests 
at dinner every night, Jacque- 
line Kennedy has somehow 
managed to do such things as 
translate books and documents 
from French, Spanish and Ital- 
ian into English for her hus- 
band when he needs such ma- 
terial for a speech on the Sen- 
ate floor. Even in 1952, before 
they were married, she spent 
weeks translating from French 
to English all the documents 
Jack acquired for his Algeria 
and Indochina speeches in the 
Senate.

Ulcers Thrive on Worry 


Dear Dr. Molner: 

I READ YOUR COLUMN DAILY and enjoy it. I was 
interested in your article on stomach ulcers, as I was a victim 
of them for 15 years. 

Two years ago I had an operation for ‘chronic duodenal 
ulcers with pyloric obstruction,’ and had 70 per cent of my 
stomach removed. 

I was 60 years old at that time, and I recovered beauti- 
fully. I have no ill effects now. I eat everything, only my 
portions are small and I don’t have liquids except between 
meals. I’m doing swell. 

Is there a recurrence of ulcers and is it necessary for me 
to be more careful with my diet? I love fresh fruits and 
salads, and as I said, I eat everything. But I am worried about 
the ulcers coming back. What help can you givé me? 


I THINK your letter will give more than it gets. 

We don’t know what causes stomach uicers—an “ulcer” 
being a sore, and a ‘“‘stomach ulcer” being a sore in the 
stomach, and a “duodenal ulcer” being one in the duo- 
denum which is adjacent to the stomach, We don’t know 
what causes them—but we do know what irritates them and 
keeps them sore instead of letting them heal. Most of our 
minor or mild or moderate sores and woes tend to get better 
if we will give them a chance. The same for ulcers. 


We know that these ulcers can develop at any 
age—even from babyhood. We know that strongly- 
spiced foods, smoking, over-tense nerves, over- 
supply of digestive juices, over-active effort of the 
stomach, or lack of food in the stomach for the muscu- 
lar activity to wrestle with—all tend to keep an ulcer 
active instead of letting it heal itself. 


So our first rule is to control these factors as best we can. 
About four times in five, this works. 

When it doesn’t, we resort to stronger methods, one of 
which is surgery.

DO WOMEN KNOW how s* 
talk? That may seem the silliest 
question of the century. But in 
his new book, ‘“‘The Four Loves,” 
the English author, C. S. Lewis, 
speaks his mind, not without bit- 
terness, on the subject of women 
who not only can’t talk well, 
but who also make conversation 
with men impossible. 

He is careful to state that it is 
not because women are mental- 
ly inferior to men that they can’t 
hold their own. It is because 
their education has been inferior, 
their interests different, and their 
ignorance abysmal concerning 
the work of men. 


Mr. Lewis concedes that 
women who have had the same 
type of education as men and 
who are engaged in the same 
fields of work are as interest- 
ing as men. Against this latter 
group he has no e. He 
offers them the freedom of the 
city. They qualify as Friends 
of men, (He always writes 
Friend with a capital.) 


He would have no grudge 
against the first group if only 
they would keep to themselves. 
But that is just what they won’t 
do! They insist upon invading the 
society and conversation of men, 
and they spoil everything. They 
do not tolerate stag parties. 

“The men have learned to live 
among ideas. A woman whose 
reading is the women’s maga- 
zines and whose general conver- 
sation is almost wholly narrative 
cannot really enter such a circle.
